PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Pursuant  to  notice  the  Fifty-Seventh  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  was  held  at  the  Hospital,  321  E.  Forty-second  Street, 
on  November  11,  1920. 

Mr.  John  N.  Stearns  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Re- 
port to  the  Society  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  by  Virgil 
P.  Gibney,  M.D.,  Surgeon-in-Chief,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  S.  Melcher,  submitted  a statement 
of  his  accounts  for  the  year,  approved  by  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee, which  was  read  and  approved,  whereupon  it  was,  on 
motion 

Resolved,  That  the  Annual  Report  and  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  and  Treasurer  be  printed 
under  the  direction  of  a Committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  Robert 
Kelly  Prentice,  and  Mr.  John  N.  Stearns,  Jr. 

The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  and  Managers  of  the  Society 
was  then  held,  and  the  folloAving-named  persons,  recommended 
by  the  Nominating  Committee,  were  duly  elected. 

No  other  business  appearing  before  the  meeting,  on  motion 
Society  adjourned.

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FIFTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE

NEW  YORK  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF 

OF  THE 

RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1920,  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  Hospital  were  $302,195.60,  and  the  total  re- 
ceipts $243,363.87,  making  a deficit  of  $58,813.73. 

This  deficit  is  justified  for  three  reasons: — 

First — Although  our  revenue  from  the  endowment  fund  of 
the  hospital  has  been  stationary,  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion have  increased  two-fold. 

Second — That  although  we  have  had  two  years  of  unex- 
ampled prosperity  in  this  country,  in  a great  City  like  New 
York  there  is  always  a certain  part  of  the  population,  wid- 
owed mothers  with  children,  weak  bodied  and  mentally  weak 
men,  who  cannot  earn  a living  for  their  family.  These  form 
a needy  class  of  the  population,  for  whom  economic  fluctua- 
tions, prosperity  or  depression  does  not  change  the  situation. 
To  this  class  of  people  the  Hospital  will  have  always  to  extend 
help,  free  of  charge. 

Third — Our  endowment  fund  is  too  small,  and  we  wish  to 
bring  the  attention  of  our  friends  to  the  fact,  that  our  work 
justifies  an  endowment  fund  three  times  as  large  as  it  is  at 
present,  to  give  a firm  foundation  to  the  Society. 

It  behooves  all  the  friends  of  the  hospital  to  continue  their 
interest  in  the  Institution,  to  help  us  with  their  contributions,  so 
that  we  may  continue  with  our  free  work. 

The  new  system  of  records,  both  for  the  Dispensary  and  in 
the  Hospital,  is  giving  great  satisfaction.  The  cost  of  main- 
taining the  same  is  rather  higher  than  expected,  as  a,  staff  of 
five  is  necessary  to  keep  the  records  up-to-date. 

The  operating. room  service  has  been  very  active,  as  is  shown 
by  the  number  of  operations  performed  in  the  Orthopedic  De- 
partment 1,256,  and  in  the  Hernia  Department  1,094. 

The  follow-up  system  of  the  hospital  has  been  systematized. 
When  a patient  is  discharged  from  the  hospital  he  receives  a 
card  giving  a certain  date  when  the  patient  is  to  return  to  the 
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out-patient  department  for  treatment,  and  if  the  patient  does 
not  report,  a home  visit  is  then  made  to  find  out  the  reason. 

In  the  Hospital  wards  2,268  patients  were  treated  during  the 
year,  1,019  were  discharged  as  cured;  943  improved;  68  unim- 
proved ; 14  died  ; and  61  left  the  hospital  without  being  treated. 

The  number  of  new  cases  recorded  in  the  Dispensary  dur- 
ing the  year  was  13,889;  the  number  of  old  cases  34,245,  and 
the  total  number  treated  was  49,413. 

The  Hospital,  as  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  is  in  need  of 
two  private  floors  and  additional  room  for  nurses.  We  also 
need  a Country  Home  for  all  those  cases  who  would  be  bene- 
fited by  the  country  air,  and  whose  presence  in  the  Hospital 
is  not  necessary  for  treatment. 

We  are  very  thankful  to  all  our  friends  for  their  generous 
contributions  during  the  year.  The  total  amount  for  the  twelve 
months,  exclusive  of  the  distribution  of  the  United  Hospital 
Fund,  being  $38,250.03,  and  with  the  hospital  fund  $56,303.66. 

Mr.  Marcus  Loew  has  continued  to  give  us  moving  picture 
shows  as  before  and  we  are  thankful  for  his  interest  in  the 
children. 

Many  costly  repairs  were  made,  without  cost  to  the  hospital, 
through  the  courtesy  of  a member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

To  all  those  who  have  helped  the  hospital,  either  by  their 
time,  money  or  by  other  contributions,  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers wish  to  extend  their  thanks. 

Our  contributors  are  always  most  welcome  to  the  hospital, 
to  see  for  themselves  the  kind  of  work  that  is  carried  on  with 
the  assistance  of  the  donations.

The  year  ending  September  30,  1920,  has  been  a most  active 
one  and  at  the  same  time  a most  successful  one  from  an 
eleemosynary  as  well  as  a scientific  point  of  view.  This,  the 
fifty-seventh  annual  report  which  I have  the  honor  of  present- 
ing, must  convince  you  gentlemen  of  the  Board  as  well  as 
the  large  number  of  our  friends  who  have  contributed  toward 
the  support  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year,  that  this 
Institution  is  most  appropriately  designated  as  the  HOSPI- 
TAL FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND 
CRIPPLED. 

Our  organization  is  such  that  the  Out-Patient  Department 
and  the  hospital  are  so  intimately  associated  that  one  supple- 
ments the  other.  The  former  is  so  well  equipped  that  the  hos- 
pital wards  are  seldom  crowded,  for  the  reason  that  the  sur- 
geons in  attendance  are  so  well  trained  that  nearly  every 
member  of  the  out-patient  staff  is  a member  of  the  hospital 
staff. 

Very  few  patients  are  admitted  to  the  wards  without  having 
been  out-patients  and  on  discharge  return  again  to  the  former 
service  where  they  come  under  the  care  of  a staff  familiar 
with  their  cases.  With  the  assistance  of  an  efficient  Social 
Service,  we  are  able  to  carry  out  a follow-up  system  that  is  all 
that  can  be  desired. 

The  history  sheets  of  one  department  go  into  the  other  de- 
partment and  back  again  so  that,  with  a good  record  clerk 
and  competent  assistants,  most  all  of  whom  are  stenographers, 
there  is  a vast  improvement  in  our  records. 

On  page  22  of  this  report  9,090  new  cases  classified  as  ortho- 
pedic we  have  included  nervous  diseases  as  well  as  miscellaneous 
diseases  that  often  end  in  deformity  which  can  be  prevented  by 
orthopedic  treatment. 

On  page  23  the  new  hernia  patients  are  classified  and  the  num- 
ber is  3,583. 

By  reference  to  statistics  on  page  34  you  will  see  that  the 
operating  room  has  been  worked  over-time.  We  have  been 
obliged  to  double  the  force  in  the  operating  suite. 

That  you  may  not  get  the  impression  that  all  of  the  work  in 
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the  hospital  is  confined  to  the  operating  room,  I can  assure 
you  that  in  many  instances  the  operation  is  done  to  correct  a 
deformity.  Then  protective  apparatus  is  applied  not  only  to 
maintain  the  limbs  in  good  position  but  to  enable  the  patients 
to  walk  and  get  about  the  more  readily,  thus  enabling  them  to 
choose  a vocation  which  will  make  them  self-supporting.  A 
work  shop  for  the  manufacture  of  braces  of  all  kinds,  and  the 
skillful  use  of  plaster-of-paris  enables  us  to  secure  good  fitting 
appliances. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  call  your  attention  to  the  good 
work  done  in  the  laboratory,  the  dental  rooms,  the  mechanics 
therapy  and  the  gymnasium  as  well  as  the  X-ray  rooms ; in 
fact  all  of  the  departments  that  contribute  to  the  success  of 
the  means  adopted  for  a cure,  or  the  maximum  amount  of 
relief. 

To  the  attending  physicians,  the  attending  neurologists  and 
to  the  specialists  on  our  consulting  staff,  we  are  indebted  for 
invaluable  assistance  in  the  care  of  in-patients  as  well  as  out- 
patients. 

The  teachers  in  the  school  and  kindergarten  have  worked 
zealously  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  superintendent,  Mr.  J.  D.  Flick  and  the  Supervisor  of 
Nurses,  Miss  England,  have  been  untiring,  in  their  efforts  to 
maintain  a high  standard,  and  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  be- 
speak for  them  your  commendation.

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF 

THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  THE  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled, 

Gentlemen  : 

■The  scope  of  the  work  of  this  Department  broadened  during 
this  year,  as  it  has  in  other  years  since  its  establishment,  and 
as  the  advisory  board  trusts  it  will  continue  to  do  with  the 
help  of  its  faithful  friends. 

A nutrition  class  was  started  in  January  with  one  of  our 
workers  in  charge,  and  proved  a splendid  experiment.  The 
mothers  were  eager  to  co-operate  and  continuously  brought 
their  children  for  instruction  and  advice.  The  improvement 
in  the  children  was  most  gratifying. 

Three  free  beds  in  the  children’s  wards  were  placed  at  our 
disposal.  They  were  kept  constantly  filled  by  patients  known 
to  our  Department,  who  required  hospital  care  but  could  not 
otherwise  have  received  it.  This  additional  resource  proved 
of  greatest  value. 

We  are  again  grateful  to  Mr.  Vincent  Astor,  The  Lodge  of 
Elks,  and  to  the  Salvation  Army  for  the  Christmas  dinners 
donated  by  them. 

The  two  outings  at  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  Cottage  at 
Bath  Beach,  a period  of  five  weeks  each,  were  again  tre- 
mendously beneficial  to  two  groups  of  our  crippled  children. 
We  are  grateful  to  this  Society  for  their  co-operation  and 
interest  in  our  Fresh  Air  Work,  and  to  our  generous  friends, 
the  members  of  the  A.  E.  Society,  who  through  their  support, 
made  this  work  possible. 

The  bulk  of  our  work  was  as  usual,  the  following  up  of  the 
cases  which  are  referred  to  our  Workers  in  the  clinic,  and  in 
addition  there  has  been  given  to  our  Head  Worker,  the  re- 
sponsibility of  deciding  after  investigation,  which  patients  are 
entitled  to  free  treatment  or  appliances. 

The  growth  of  the  Department  and  the  successful  operation 
of  its  various  functions  are  due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  our 
workers  guided  by  the  far  sighted  vision  of  Miss  Brest.

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time, 
shall  have  for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one 
time,  shall  be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  en- 
titled to  the  privileges  of  the  foregoing  contributors. 


FREE  BEDS 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor, 
during  life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment;  and 
when  such  child  is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver  (as  soon  as  the  money  is  received) 
to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity ; the  rights  to  be  transmitted 
in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contribu- 
tor to  the  treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for 
one  year,  or  such  a patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to 
the  Institution.

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RULES  GOVERNING  PATIENTS 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  nop-resident  patients 
shall  be  from  1 to  3 o’clock  p.  m.  daily,  Sundays  and  public 
holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at 
the  Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief 
or  his  Assistants,  may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further 
free  treatment  at  the  Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose 
case  does  not  require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor 
shall  any  who  have  the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant, 
infectious  or  contagious  disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with 
other  patients.  In  all  cases,  before  reception  of  a patient,  careful 
examination  shall  be  made  to  determine  whether  the  symptoms 
are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  upon  such  conditions  and  terms 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall 
determine  the  same,  as  far  as  mby  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any 
gift  from  a patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and 
Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently, 
such  patient  may  be  immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon- 
in-Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  report  such  discharge,  and  the 
cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious 
disease  will  be  forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
notice  given  at  the  same  time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the 
patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  Superintendent;  nor  shall  a resident 
patient  be  removed  or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written 
permit  or  discharge  from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  House 
Surgeon. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall 
be  removed  from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Super- 
intendent; and  all  articles  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of 
patients,  as  donations,  or  otherwise,  must  be  given  in  the  first 
place  to  the  Superintendent  of  examination  and  record.

The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for 
the  benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may 
become  a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  an  “Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent.  Charitable,  Scien- 
tific, and  Missionary  Societies,”  passed  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts 
supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes 
hereby  certify: 

1.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known 
in  law  is.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled. 

H.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be 
to  supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the 
treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  sup- 
ports; also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the’ 
relief  and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as 
possible,  to  make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

HI.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist 
of  a President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding 
Secretary,  one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen 
annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz : Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart- 
ley, Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L.  Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
Society  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 
limitations  of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 
The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured 
and  Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incor- 
poration, and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
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ceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and 
personal  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall 
be  subject  to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate.”  Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  ‘An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’  ” 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crip- 
pled is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or 
otherwise,  and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  cor- 
poration, and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such 
bequest  and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills; 
and  provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid 
to  or  received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds 
or  property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.
